ENGAGEMENT BROKEN 


INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS 
AS TO INTOXICATION 


Reports have been made recently 
on what are described as the most 
elaborate mammalian experiment 
ever carried on. It began in_ the 
Cornell University Medical College, 
New York, and continued for thirteen 
years. Dr. Charles R. Stockard, its 
author, wished to discover whether 
the special treatment of parent stock 
would affect later generations. The 
special treatment he applied was 
that of alcohol; the victims, or as the 
Old Soak would say, the beneficiar- 
ies, were guinea pigs, of which nearly 
7,000 have been used so far. Dr 
Stockard was not interested in 
prohibition; he was interested in 
testing a theory. The fact that the 
tests throw certain lights upon pro- 
hibition is only incidental; and the 
lights themselves may be rather fit- 
ful. It cannot be asserted definitely 
that alcohol has the same effects 
upon generations of human beings 
that it has upon generations of 
guinea pigs. Nor can it be assert- 
ed that it does not. At the same 
time the history of the dominant 
races in human history suggests 
that essentially the influence is the 
same, 


Helped Fourth Generation 

So far as guinea pigs are concern- 
ed the use of alcohol to excess is 
injurious to the individuals but bene- 
ficial to the race. The fourth gen- 
eration of alcoholic guinea pigs prove 
in every respect better, healthier and 
more intelligent than the average 
non-alcoholic cavie. In brief, the 


|theory is that the alcohol kills off the 


unfit so that only the unusually 
strong and intelligent survive. The 
system employed in the tests was to 
intoxicate the guinea pigs by inhal- 
ing fumes. Some have been drunk 
six days a week for six years, and the 
alcoholization is much more intense 
than any human drinker could under- 
go. Curiously enough, the tight little 
little guinea pigs show no outward ill 
effects, They are as heavy, as 
long lived and as strong of appetite 
as the pigs that never had a whiff. 
One of them lived for nearly eight 
years and had been under the _in- 
fluence of alcohol almost daily for 
seven years. In the second gener- 
ation, however, the price had to be 
paid. Few were born and they were 
inferior. The third generation, curi- 
ously enough, showed slight im- 
provement though inferior to  nor- 
mal pigs. The fourth generation was 
superior to the original parent stock 
and in all respects better than pigs 
of normal antecedents. ‘ 
Aleoholized Chickens 

When females were treated their 
condition would be directly reflected 
in their litters, When the males 
only were alcoholized this insured 
that any effect on the litters would 
be an effect of heredity. The ex- 
periment showed a strong effect of 
heredity, indicating that the germ 
plasm could be effected through the 
parent. It contributed nothing, how- 
ever, to substantiate the inheritance 
of acquired characters, In his ex- 
periments in pipchollsing chickens, 
Dr. Raymond Pearl of Johns Hopkins 
found that the second generation was 
injured, but the third improved. The 
selection was so drastic, according to 
this experiment, that the chicks 
destined to be poor ones were killed 
off in the egg, so that by the third 
generation the offspring of alcoholics 
averaged better than ordinary chick- 
ens. In another experiment it was 
found the rats, the grandchildren of 
alcoholics, had less brain power than 
normal rats. They were slower in 
finding their way out of mazes. The 
great-grandchildren of alcoholics 
should be cleverer than the ordin- 
ary ones, according to the indica- 
tions of the Cornell experiment, but 
rats four or five generations remov- 
ed from the alcoholic ancestors have 
not yet been put through psycho- 
logical tests. . 


The Dominant Races 
Speaking before the British Medi- 
cal Association Dr. Stockard said 
that the descendants of the intoxicat- 
ed guinea pigs were not so numerous 


as those from the others, but they

exceeded them in vitality. The al- 
cohol either prevented the unfit 
from being born or caused them te 
perish early, and from the fourth 
generation on to the fifth and sixth, 
which is as far as the experiments 
have been carried, all that were 


born were what might be called in 
the slang of the day super-guinea 
pigs. He remarks: “Should anyone 
desire to apply these experimental 
results to the human alcohol prob- 
lem, it might be claimed that some 
such elimination of unfit individuals 
has benefited the races of Burope 
since all the dominant races have 
a definitely alcoholic history, and 
the excessive use of alcohol was de- 
cidedly more general three or four 
generations ago than it is to-day. 
That is, certain families that were 
alcoholic three generations ago, have 
not been excessively alcoholic in re- 
cent generations. . 
Not In Politics 

The experiments while interesting 
are not likely to have any effect as 
regards the discussion of prohibition. 
People will do something for posterity 
even though, as some one has pointed 
out, posterity has done nothing for 
them. They might: die that ir 
children should live and be free, but 
they would not perish of alcoholism 
in order that their great-great-grand- 
children should be stronger and more 
intelligent than they, especially since 
their habits would wreak unhappy 
consequences upon the’ igterventifg — 
generations, Indeed in the \conditjons 
of real life, three generations of al- 
coholics on both sides of the family. 
could have little expectation of be- 
ing survived by a single represen- 
tative in the fourth generation. 
Human beings are not so jealously 
guarded and protected as guinea 
pigs which do not have to worry 
about what they shall eat. or what 
they shall drink or wherewithal they 
shall be clothed. The Cornell ex- 
periments are interesting in their 
suggestion as to one of the causes 
why certain races have prospered; 
but they are far beyond the scope 
of practical politics.

five pounds each, were sent to 15,676 
jfarmers who had applied for same. 
In the case of most of the other 
institutions, considerable quantities 
also were supplied. These samples if 
carefully handled, be they small or 
large, may form the basis of a supply 
of superior seed for the farm and 
sometimes for the neighboughood. A 
word regarding the handling of the 
foundation plots should be of some 
| value. 

First of all the grower should aim 
to propagate this seed so as to obtain 
therefrom the greatest quantity of 
high class seed for use the following 
year. The first consideration there- 
fore should be the seed bed and the 
second the method of seeding. While 
it is now too late to consider these 
points this yeay, a reference to them 
may be of value later. 

The seed bed should be well pre- 
pared, well drained and in a high state 
of fertility to obtain maximum re- 
turns. It is a good plan to regard 
the foundation plot as a garden which 
usually receives a little extra treat- 
ment. As to the method of seeding 
it is found that by sowing thinly, 
greater gross returns are likely to be 
realized than by sowing at the usual 
rate. In other words, @e can afford 
to be extravagant of lafd in order to 
secure the greatest possible increase 
from the seed sown, Before com- 
mencing operations, however, care 
should be taken to see that the seed 
drill is absolutely clean. Precaution 
should also be taken to see that the 
plot is isolated a sufficient distance 
from the poultry house to prevent in- 
jury by fowl. 

Since there are many ways in which 
other kinds of grain may find en- 
trance inte the plot, it is advisable 
that the growing crop on this plot 
be watched carefully and all foreign 
plants removed by hand before or 
during harvest. In ordinary practice 
a few heads of barley or wheat or 
even other kings of oats in a plot of 
oats might not be of any great 
consequence, but’ since these impuri- 
ties are liable to increase in the crop 
and since they are not wanted
